If, then, thers have been good men, and not &
few of them, and if thuf nre Justly to be con-

Heligion, on the contrary, 18 at home amldst
the noblest of all 1deas, Indoed, these [doas are

art aod parcel of hevsell. What are they?
w 0y, chlefly God, a fature Iife, and the service
which the creature owes to God. In the ldea of
God we have the lnflnite in power, wisdom,
boliness; in the future Ife, we iave the ldeas of
reward and punishment, that is, hnppiness or
migery in another world; and in the service
owing from the ¢reature to God, we have wor-
ship in 1is various forms and obédlience Lo Lhe
Divine will. Now here are tha highest, most
fearful, most sublime, and hence, too, the most
powerful ldeas of which 1t 18 ;msulh]u to coun-
celve, If goodness is to be called into existence
in the talien soul by the tonoh of an 1doa, then
here is Lhe ldea with the necessary crealive
power, The Infinite breadith and helght and
depth of the idea of God, linked with that of &
future life of misery or happiness, must glve
Infinite welght to duty. These are the 0()!]1!1)11'
tiong which are native In tho sphere of rell-
glon, and whioh, if idens can, will stir the torpid
soul of gln to Its depths, Nay, further, with
these great conceptions of rellgion onoe in pos-
pession, we can ralso todiguily the other ohilef
spheres of life, Morality only comes Lo have n
meaning when religlon tonches it, Hooted In
religlous ldeas, It becomes divine. Bo of art,
the beautiful s its alm, but it 1s religlon thnt
keops It from debasement, that puts Lhe pollsh
of purity upon the soul of genins, and wins it
for Lhe uses of moral Improvement, 1he samo
18 true of politics. But for the divine motives
Ehat come 1o 1L from religlon in the souls of the
bellor people, the only politics possible wouald
be a stringent tyranuy,

You, it Is plain that if our raeo 15 to be purlfisd
the power Lo accotmplish It mnst come from tho
glde of religlon. The deas of God, of worship,
of obedience to m Divine law, and of the future
life, must have o large shire fn the renovation.
This 15 the verdlot of the whole werid. The
fatbier of Lhe lutest sysiom of phllosophy, falsely
80 called, Comile, who denles the existencs of
God and 1he immortality of the wonl, houglit
atl first that he bad no need of roligion. Huat
towards the close of his e, even Lo tint barren
wasle of s soul, without a God, and expecting
to die llka n brute, religion, after & fashlon,
vindlcated 1tself, and the athelst constructed a
eatechilsm, with sages and warelors in the plaen
of God, Ho felt Lis system of pullosophy Wik
not eomplete withount areligion. I lacked, ln
the absence of Lthat, the highest elamaent,

But where, brethiren, shall we look for tho
needed religlon, from which I8 to come the
longed-for purification? The answoer s plain :
there In only ove rellglon that survives the
Light of modern solenoe, and 1t 18 the fellglow of
the foundars aod promolers of thal solonee
For these Lthirty years of pastornl Inbor aod
thought, as I have loakod ab the wickoednoess of
our greatl clties; an 1 hove heard the rowr of
drunkenness and profanily In our streets: oy |
have §een the worsh olasses of men and women
massing themsoaives up bofors the moving
ohariots of our Christlan civilization, I have
turned ever, and hopoelully, nud only, to the
Chbristian Scriptures, o Lhe hosvenly foress of
Qhristianity, and in that direction I turn now

Weo muast not, howaver, forget Lhat Clielsti-
anity is not the samao thing tu all hands, Woen
we say our hope for maen s ln Christianivy, we
mean nelther the disgulsed Christianly of su-

ratition nor the puked and dismembored
aristianity of modern uunbellel. Romanism
covers Christinoity with loads of “‘""'f’ rah-
blsh and then calls on It Lo wmove and save
the world, A movemoent follows, not, lundesd,
of Christlanity, but of the superiuoumbant
mountain of rage. Homanism works procisaly
most with those paris of ber system that do

Katlonallsm, na yepresented
amoug us by Unitarianism, hag no missionary
veal, and prepches the Gospel only to rob men
of thelr falth, In the hands of Rome the Gospel
is now a toy, a plotnre, o theatrical show, and
now a bugbear of priestly terrors, In the hands
of Unitarianism it is a philosophy, with nothing
abont v thnt need trouble an  enlightencd con-
sclence. Christianity, smotbhered under the
trappings of the Middle Ages, ennnot recall the
human race from spliritual death; no more enn
the dalnty eclecticlsm of Unitarinnism,
Nog in the lngt thirty years | hivwwe seon thous-
eands of people reformed and made new orea-
tures, filled with the Inspiration of a heavenly
zeal, but not by masses und holy waler, not by
An evigeerated Gospel, but only by the enrnest
reachtog of evangellcal Protestantiam, Yes
he doctrines of Jesus as developede by Paul and
his fellow Aposties; the dootrine, for example,
of the mura{ rain of the race by sin, by which
“all are chilldren of wrath;" the atonement by
1he death of the spotless and Divine Christ; the
preaching of repentance in His name; the cer-
tainty of eternal death to the impenitent, and
eternal glory to the peniten!; the great truth of
_iuul.mcal.luu by falin alone; the worksof the
loly Bpirit in the soul, as enlightener, and
sanolifier, and wilness; the glorious truth of the
new birth, and n holy life—these are clearly
the essence of the New Testament record, the
very volees of Jesns and Hlis Apostles, almost
lost saght of for many ages in the wilderness of
forms and eceremonles, und nmidst the mume-
merles of Popes snd monlks, bat restored at the
Reformation—uever, never, we trust, to be
eclipsed ngaln.

Eo far o8 wo have seen or known, these are
the truths with which Christlanity has ever
won its real trinmphy, These are the words of
simple but mighiy power before which the
sininl heart has qualied and melted, and the
sinful life has been exchanged for one of glo-
rious purity. The Gosxpel, thus understood, In
115 most obvious senge, moesls, praotically, ail
the great problems of the human lfe—ol the
strogeling, sin-sick soul. It meets, forexample,
that terrible sense of sln which s universal,
which fllls the whole earth with groans, which
no sofl words of 1-]11lr_'sml~nhy ner auny canning
chapges of uame can silence, The erimos of
history, the shinmefal scenes of the pollcecourts,
Lhe lllfllt‘uil}' of virtue In the best, and the anl-
versnl sonse of guilt, ean ouly be mel by a re-
ligion which teaches originnl sin—an lll“'l‘lN
moral bilght which has corsed the race, The
contrndiction felt by the soul between llself
and the Divine law c¢an only be met by an
atonement, asatisiaction 1o Divine Justice, and
the demand for this can only bo satisfled by a
personage who, ke the God-inan of tho Gospe!l,
combines the glory of the Dolty with the pos-
sibity of sutlering. When we go to the fllen
race with & gospel, tho message we take them
will be no gospel, no good Udings, nnless It
procialms the doetrine of regeneration, No-
Lo g vlse will do; through sin the braakdown
I8 complete, the regoustruction must be so
complele @5 w0 be a renewal In the
imuge of God, & ngw birth from
incorruptible seed, bringlug” In 1the power Lo
keep tue commundments of God. When we
g0 10 the plnves of sin, with their consolences
seaved, counting it o glory to riot in the day
time, we can only reach them with a preaching
thint opens upon them Sinnitie artillery, and
soallers among them the bolis of Divine wrath.
Toey must hear of the lake of fire, Thelroluteh
of eln must be burned loose. And when we
desesnt on the graces of rellglon, on the beauty
and swoeelpess of o holy 1ife, we shall be us
thoee who mock unless wo can procialm a cota-
forter, an indwelling God, a present spiril of
Clrist, whio works in us the good pleasure of
His will, and makes the renewed temple of Lthe
heanrt His own dwelling plaos, and unless wo
enn Lell of an elernily of purity and bliss at the
end of Lhe earthly race,

These are the flt‘}'ﬁ with which orthodoxy,
fired by the evangelieal spirit, opens, practi-
eally, the mysterles of human Mfc—the ord-
pance with which she batters down Lhe strong-
holds of Satan, the mnsioc and the foasts with
which she spotbhesandsatisfles and st ns
thie gonls that yleld themselves 1o God, Lhis 18
indoed the Gospel—the Gospel of the Apostolle
and the modern evangellonl Ubharch, which,
lowever woven lnto bhuman creeds, and ally-
ing lisell with present or future forms of litora-
ture, artand worship, has before It the task of
converting the world. This is the Gospel whiloh
I8 free In development, but unchangeable in
substance, which will work mightlly, whether
